Where the clover fails on limestone 


soils, disease is probably the cause, 
and for this no remedy is known ex- 
ept to substitute mammoth or alsike 
clover for the common ready. 
The 


alsike has proven a very good sabsti- 
tute at the Ohio Station. Its seed is 
much smaller than that of red clover, 
and at present is lower in 'price. A 
bushel of alsike is not only more re- 
sistant to disease, but also endures 
soil acidity better thaiTVne red, and 
the Ohio Station 
Has 
adopted the 


plan of mixing the two varieties. On 
very acid soils, that 
have not been 


limed and which should be sown this 
spring-, it is probable that it would be 
economy to sow the alsike clover 
alone; but all such soils should be 
limed at the earliest practicable date, 
for the benefit of other crops as well 
as clover.

—During January and February the 
Ohio legislature was 
in session 43 


days. Add to this one short sitting 
by the house Monday evening, a brief 
sitting of the senate Monday evening 
and a still briefer sitting 
Tuesday 


morning and you have the total work- 
ing time of this session to date. By 
the recess on account of the conven- 
tion held by George's. Cox, Walter 
Brown and a few other bosses, as- 
sisted by 815 delegates, the governor's 
taxation amendment was held intact 
for the convention to indorse if so 
minded, although a motion to recon- 
sider is pending in the house; and 
the initiative and referendum amend- 
ment was still in possession of the 
house judiciary committee, a deliber- 
ate case of strangling by that commit- 
tee until the Coi convention 
could 


come and go. 


If the legislature'is to adjourn sine 


die before the Democratic state con- 
vention it has but eight weeks to run 
after this. It must move more rapid- 
ly in its remaining days than it has 
so far to accomplish much.

duced in the house and 224 in'the sen- 
ate. The house has passed 71 bills, 
20 of which have passed the senate;

Another was the Lybarger bill,
